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Note 3: The claims had been rejected under 35 USC 112 as indefinite: for claim 10 this was the only rejection. Applicant amended by 
moving the subject matter of claims 9 and 10 into the independent claim, and rewrote the claim language. to overcome the 35 USC 112 
rejection. However, because of the indefinite language of the previous claim 10, the Examiner had presumed the "part of the radiation 
beam" in claim 10 was a part reflected by the redirecting structure before the beam was reflected by the disc (this was noted in the Office 
Action mailed March 20^^, 2007, in pages 2-3). Now, the amended claim states that the reflected portion is for reflecting the reflected 
second part of the reflected radiation beam, which is a different beam than claim 10 appeared to refer to prior to the amendment.
